All seeds are offered F.O.B. Santa Maria, Cali- 
fornia, for delivery from 1955 crop as soon as pos- 
sible after harvest. Invoices to firms of established 
credit are subject to a discount of 1% for cash in 30 
days from invoice date, or 60 days net. New cus- 
tomers should furnish two credit references if ship- 
ment is desired on an open account basis. Other- 
wise delivery will be made C.O.D. All foreign in- 
voices are payable in U. S. Dollars at the current 
rate of exchange. All overdue accounts are subject 
to a sight draft without further notice. 


Speedy Air Parcel Post and Air Express service 
can have your rush orders delivered 24 hours after 
we receive them. Southwest Airways Inc. makes 
four daily stops in Santa Maria. Air Mail from all 
major cities usually arrives here the day after post 
ing. We ship Air Mail orders the same day re- 
ceived. 


Definite shipping instructions should accompany 
each order placed, and will be carefully followed 
by our Shipping Department. In the event instruc- 
tions are not received, shipments will be forwarded 
over the most direct and cheapest route.

Iu Memoriam

injured in a tragic auto accident near Santa 
Barbara early in the evening of January 15, 1955. 
He was traveling to a Kiwanis International meet- 
ing in Ventura at the time, and a doctor friend 
was also a fatality.
